From the lofty heights of

Thus, you see, salvation of which God 
Is the author, is also wrought out by 
God and this makes it great. 


Salvation Preached. 


Salvation which is provided by God 


is made known through preaching. "It 
pleased God," we read, "by the fool- 
ishness of preaching to save them that 
believe." 
This is the way the good 


news Is made known. Human lips 
proclaim the gospel. 
It might suit 


:nun to have It made known some oth- 
er way, but this is God's way of telling 
sinners about the salvation he has 
provided. It has pleased him to do It 
tills way, and Christ commanded his 
followers to preach the gospel to all 
creatures. 


Hut what avail is it to hear the gos- 


pel if one docs not accept It? 
Hear- 


ing tho gospel is not sufficient to save 
mu>. Tt must ho' accepted IE it Is to bo 
In one's life the power of God unto sal- 
vation. The way to make it one's own 
is to believe it, that is, believe It with 
n faith that nets upon it. It may help 
us to understand this hotter It we say, 
that the one who really believes the 
Kospfl is the one who trusts himself 
to Christ to be saved by Christ and 
by him alone.

GERMAN SHIPS WILL 


CARRY SUPPLIES TO 


FRANCE FROM BRAZIL 


JBI INTEZXiTIOSAI. XEWS. ] 


Rio de Janero, March' la.—When 
Brazil "requisitioned" the forty-one 
German ships Interned in her borders 
since the outbreak of tlie war tho 
great southern republic accomplished 
an exceedingly good stroke of busi- 


By an agreement now completed 


thirty of these ships have been char- 
tered to tho French government un- 
til March, 1919, for a consideration of 
$22,000,000. 
The entire fieet tvill 
sail under the Brazilian flag and each 
ship will make approximately sev- 
enty-five round trips between Brazil 
and Prance. 
They will be used ex- 
clusively 
in 
the 
transportation of 


foodstuffs and raw materials for mu- 
nitions needed by Brazil's allies in 
Europe. It is estimated that these 
ships will carry more than J20.000,- 
000 worth of foodstuffs to Prance 
alone not including 2,000.000 bags of 
coffee already under contract. 
Although many of the ships weje 
damaged by their German crews and 
officers before the Brazilian seizure 
In the idea that they could not be used 
by Germany's enemies, several of the 
steamers are already In service n.nd 
the remainder will be In commission 
in the 
near future. 
As far as has 


been announced but one of the ships 
wlil necessitate repairs beyond 
the 


facilities of Brazilian shipyards. The 
S S. "Leopoldina," a. 1,200 ton steam- 
er, will be towed to the United States 
for overhauling- and re-outfltting. 
It is probable that the establish- 
ment of the new 
service 
between 


Brazil and France will free many 
ships now engaged n the European 
traffic for service between the United 
States, and Brazil. The addition of 
thirty or more first class ships to At- 
lantic service will be a considerable 
relief to the shortage caused by the

scarcely less so in the-nineteenth cen- 
tury. 
From that idea sprang the 
Geneva Conferences of IS64 and 190G, 
attended by practically all the civ- 
ilized nations'of the world, resulting 
in agreements by which 
sick 
and 


wounded soldiers are required to be 
protected regardless of their nation- 
ality and the Red Cross organization 
is made practically international and 
protected from attack. 
From it also sprang- the Hague Con- 


ferences ot 1899 and 1007 which, as 
between the nations participating in 
them, codified .existmg principles of 
international law on the 
following: 
subjects: 
(1) The -commencement 


of hostilities, (2) the laws and cus- 
toms of war on land, (3) the rights 
and duties of neutral powers and per- 
sons in case of war on land, (-4) the 
laying of automatic submarine mines, 
(5) bombardment by naval forces in 
time of war, ' (8X the adaptation 
to 
maritime war of the principles of the 
Geneva convention of 100C, and 
(7) 


the rights and duties of neutral pow- 
ers in maritime war. 
In these great 


conferences practically all the gov- 
ernments of the world of any conse- 
quence took part; the results (with 
the exception of some comparatively 
unimportant paragraphs) were rati- 
fied and agreed to by 
the 
United 
States and by ail of the so-called 
great powers o£ Europe which are 
engaged in the present war, including 
notably Germany and 
Austria-Hun- 
gary 
" Tho undeniable success (on 


paper at least) of the Hague confer- 
ences, seemed to indicate that the 
world was entering upon an ara of 
international justice and good will,

tion respecting the laws find customs 
of war on land are the following: 


"Articlo li. 
The state may utilize 


the labor of prisoners of war accord- 
in'" to their rank and aptitude, ofh- 
co'rs cxcepted. . The tasks shall not 


I be"excessi\-o and shall have no rela- 


tion to the operations of the war. 


"Article 22. Tho right of belliger- 


ents to the choice of means of injur- 
ing the enemy is not unlimited. 


"Article i':i. In addition to the pro- 


hibitions provided by special conven- 
tions It is-especially forbidden (a) to 
eniplov poison or poisoned weapons: 
«

(c) to employ arms, pro- 


jectiles, or material of a nature to 
cause unnecessary suffering-. 
"Article '25. 
It is forbidden to at- 


tack or bombard by any means what- 
ever towns, villages, 
dwellings,

"Article 27. In sieges and bombard- 


ments all necessary steps must 
be 
taken to spare as 
far 
as 
possible 
buildings dedicated to religion, art. 
science, or charity, historic 
monu- 
ments, hospitals and places 
where 
the sick and wounded are collected, 
provided they are not being used at 
the time for military purposes. 


"Article 60. No general penalty, 
pecuniary cr otherwise, can be in- 
flicted upon the population on account 
of the acts cf Individuals for which 
they cannot be regarded as collect- 
ively responsible. 


"Articlo 5ti. The property of mu- 
nicipalities, that of Institutions, dedi- 
cated to religion, charity and educa- 
tion, the arts and sciences, even when 
state property, shall be treated as 
private property. 
All seizure or de- 
struction of or wilful damage to in- 
stitutions of this character, historic 
monuments, works of art and science. 
Is forbidden, and should be made the 
subject of legal proceedings." 
Among the articles of the conven- 


tion respecting the rights and duties 
of neutral powers aJid persons in case 
of war on land n.ro the following: 
"Article 1. 
The territory of neu- 


tral powers is inviolable. 
"Article 2. 
Belligeronts are forbid- 


den to move troops or convoys of 
either munitions of war or supplies 
across the territory of 
a 
neutral 


power." 
Article 1 of the Convention con- 


cerning bombardment by naval forces 
in time of war provides that "the 
bombardment by naval,forces of un- 
defended ports, towns, villages, dwell- 
inne, or buildings, is forbidden. 
Article 1 of the Convention Tor the

Rrasflly and repeatedly violated 
by 
Germany during the 
present 
war 
there can be no doubt. Let us set 
down the gravest of these violations 
without malice or exaggeration, pass- 
Ing by, however, the revolting stories 
of murder, rape and bestial outrage 
upon defenseless women and children, 
which seem too sickening for belief, 
but which are supported by proofs 
so damning and conclusive as to for- 
bid disbelief. 
Let us rather take 
those violations which by their very 
nature must have been perpetrated 
by. command of those in authority 
and are therefore chargeable to the 
government, and can not be excused 
or mimimized as the lawless acts of 
individual humans in uniform. 
First and foremost stands the viola- 
tion of the neutrality of 
Belgium 


•which Prussia and the other great 
powers of Europe had solemnly guar- 
anteed by treaty in 1831 and 1839. 
This was a two-fold violation of inter- 
national law; not only did it violate 
those articles of the Hague code be- 
fore quoted relating- to the rights and 
duties of neutrals, but it broke " the 
plighted faith of the nation given in 
the most solemn form. In this in- 
stance we have no need of proof or 
argument. 
The plea of "Guilty" has 
already been entered and 
it 
only 
needs now to pronounce 
sentence. 


Bethmann 
Hollweg. 
the 
German 
chancellor, said in a speech 
to 
the 
Reichstag, Aug. 4. 1914: "Our troops 
have occupied Luxemburg and per- 
haps have already entered Belgian 
territory. 
Gentlemen, this is breach 


of International law." 
In view of the 


known facts it can not be said that 
this was an improvident admission. 
A burglar in possession of the stolen 
property has small chance of con- 
vincing any one of his Innocence. 


Second, the bombardment by ships, 


zepp^lins and aeroplanes of unforti- 
fied and undefended towns and even 
of hospitals. 
The proof of these acts 
comes with almost every newspaper, 
and 
the 
sickening 
details 
of 
the 
slaughter of babes and 
women 
at 


night by bombs from the skitjs have 
become so frequent that we have be- 
come almost callous to them. 
Refer- 
ence to those articles of.^the Hague 
rules already quoted relating to the 
bombardment of undefended 
places 
shows at once what gross violations 
of international law these acts are. 
Comment upon them is unnecessary. 
Third, the employment of poisonous 
gases and liquid tire in direct viola- 
tion of those articles of the Hague 
rules which prohibit .the use of poison 
or material calculated to produce un- 
necessary suffering:. 
Poison has ever 
been the weapon of cowards, torture 
the favorite device of despotic power. 
Fourth, the levying oC vast fines and 


penalties upon cities, towns and vil- 
lages, consisting in some 
cases 
of 


money fines of millions of dollars, and 
in other instances oC the destruction 
by five of whole cities and villages, or 
as in the case of Louvaln, of the most 
priceless part thereof, all in pretend- 
ed punishment for the acts of irre- 
sponsible individuals, in clear viola- 
tion of Article BO that, chapter of the 
Hague rules relating to land warfare. 
This is not to be understaad as re- 
ferring to the enormous war contribu- 
tions -whirli have been levied upon

It IB vep- difficult to 
ascertain the amount of these latter 
contributions thoug-h they amount to 
many millions of dollars Trrunfr from 
a ruined people. 
Those, however, 
may receive some Justification in Ar- 
ticles 48 and 49 of the chapters above 
named, which authorize the levy of 
money contributions in occupied ter- 
ritories sufficient for the support of 
the army and the administration of 
the territory: therefore I leave them 
out 
But I refer to the nres and bar- 


barous punishments by way of flre 
and destruction which have been im- 
posed upon communities on account 
of the acts of individuals. 
As exam- 
cleg of such punishments 
may 
be 
cited the levy of 5,000,000 
franca 


upon Brussels for the Individual act 
of a police constable: the 
levy 
of 


600,000 francs on the same city be- 
cause of a murder committed by an 
unknown person in a. suburb of the 
city; the levy of the same sum on the 
city of Lille because some Inhabitants 
made demonstrations of sympathy, for 
some French prisoners being escorten 
through'the streets; and the levy of 
100,000 francs upon the little town of 
^.rlon for the cutting of a telephone 
wire by an unknown person. 
The list 


of well authenticated 
cases 
where 
such enormous fines have been exacted 
for- the -trifling- and even ridiculous 
offenses of Individuals is very great 
and seems to prove a deliberate in- 
tention to 
extract 
great 
sums of 
money from innocent people on the 
most "flimsy pretexts. 
" 
Fifth, the remove! of millions of 
dollars worth of factory machinery, 
metals and supplies from Belgium to 
Germany in violation of Article 4G of 
the last named chapter of the Hag-ue 
code which 
declares that 
private 
property must be respected and can 
not be confiscated. 
Sixth, the taking prisoner of n quar- 


ter of a million of civilians, both men 
and women and transporting them 
from Belgium and France to Ger- 
man\- and compelling them to work 
in factories and in labor camps, some 
near the front, and some elsewhere, 
but all doing work of direct or indi- 
rect military value. 
Concerning this 
deportation the American 
minister. 


Mr. Brand Whltlock, officially report- 
ed to the secretary of state in Jan- 
uary. 1917, as follows: 
"The rage. 
the terror and despair excited by the 
measure all over Belgium was beyond 
anything we had witnessed since the 
day tho Germans poured into Brus- 
sels. 
* 
* " 
* X am constantly in 
receipt of reporta from all over Bel- 
gium that tend to bear out the stories 
of brutality and cruelty. 
In tearing 
away from nearly every humble home 
in the land a husband and father, or 
a son and a brother, they tthe Ger- 
mans) have lighted a fire of hatred 
that will never g-o out. « - 
* 
» 
It 


is one of those deeds that make one 
despair of the future of the human 
race; a deed coldly planned, studi- 
ously matured, and deliberately and 
systematically executed, a 
deed so 
cruel that German soldiers are said 
to have wept in Its execution, and so 
monstrous that even German officers 
are now said to be ashamed." 


Seventh, the wholesale sinking of 
neutral freight and passenger ships 
on the high seas., without warning, 
viait, or search, and regardless of the 
question of whether they are carrying 
contraband or not. 


Eightn. the cold-blooded murder 


(for 
such it Is) of civilian neutral* 


rlBhtt'ully traveling upon the high aeas 
In commercial ships. 
Whether the 
ships be enemy or neutral all the 
laws of God and man require that the 
Jlve.s of passengers and crew^ be pro- 
tected before the ships are sunk. The 
doctrine of "Spurlos versenkt" has no 
place in the policy of any nation 
which claims to be civilized. 
Ninth, the deliberate sinking 
ol 


hospital ships whose 
character as 
such was plainly indicated and could 
not be mistaken. 
Tenth, the destruction of fruit trees 


and all private property of every kind 


in the evacuated portions of Franco, 
rendering the territory u desert ol 
death, no military advantage being 
grained thereby. 
Eleventh, the ruthless destruction 


of the most beautiful cathedrals and 
other public buildings, the choicest 
treasures of medieval architecture, in 
violation of Article 06 of that chap- 
ter of the Hague rules relating to land 
warfare. 
' 
, 
Twelfth, the wholesale looting of 


the funds and property of banks, busi- 
ness houses, and private persons in 
violation of Article B3 of the same 
chapter. It may be said in passing 
that these acts also violate Article 47 
of, the same chapter which declares 
that "Pillage la formally forbidden. 
Thirteenth, the carrying on of plots 


and conspiracies by their diplomatic 
and consular agents in this country 
while still in peace with us; such con- 
spiracles and plots being directed not 
only against foreign countries, 
but 


against our country as well. 


This list of violations of Interna- 
tional law is by no means complete, 
but it seems ample for present pur- 
poses. 
They are all explained when 
we fully understand the one underly- 
ing and unchanging principle 
upon 


which Prussian 
military 
autocracy 
makes war and has made war since 
the days of Frederick the Great. 
Article 3 of the Hague Code regu- 
lating land warfare expressly declares 
that "the right of belligerents to adopt 
means of injuring the enemy Is not 
unlimited." 
To this statement 
the 
German War Book (Vol. 1, page S5, 
Morgan's translation) answers thus: 
"What Is permissible includes every 
means of-.war without which the ob- 
ject of the war cannot be obtained. 
» 
* 
* 
* All means which modern 


invention affords, including the most 
danger ous and most massive means 
of destruction may be utilized 
* 
" 


* 
• 
Bribery of enemy's subjects, 


acceptance of offers 
of 
treachery, 
utilization of discontented elements In 
the population, .support of pretend- 
ers anders and the like, are permissi- 
ble. 
Indeed international law is in 
no -way opposed to the exploitation 
of tho crimes of third parties." 
This 


is brutally frank, but very lllumlnat- 
ing 
It clears away all tho clouds 


i and makes it very plain that Ger- 
I many's violations of international law 
are the deliberate and premeditated 
acts of the Prussian war oligarchy 
which rules her. 
Along the same 
general lines Gen. Carl Von Clause- 
with in his book "On War" 
(1832) 
says: 
"War Is an act of violence In- 
tended to compel our enemy to fulfill 
our will. 
* * * * In such danger- 
ous things as war the errors which 
proceed from a spirit of benevolence 
are the worst. 
* 
* 
* 
* Ho who 


uses 
force 
unsparingly 
must obtain a superiority if his adver- 
sary uses less vigor In its application. 
* 
V 
# 
* TO introduce into the phil- 


osophy of war itself a principle of 
moderation would be an abhurdlty. 
Another G-erman military 
authoritv 


wriling in 1S77, Gen. Julius von Hart- 
man, says: 
"Military action must bf- 
determined solely in accordance with 
those conditions which usually pre- 
vail In war; in this sense it is com- 
pletely ruthless. 
* * * * - It would 
be vielding to voluntary selr-docep- 
tion" to recognize that at the 
pres- 
ent time war must 
he 
conducted 
much more ruthlessly and violently, 
and that it must come much nearer 
to effecting the 
entire 
population 
than has previously been the case." 
In these extracts we have the ex- 
planation of Germany's wholesale vio- 
lation of international law in u nut- 
shell. 
Her philosophy of -war is ab- 
solutely at variance with all Interna- 
tional 'law and docs not hesitate to 
proclaim the fact and glory in it. 


This' attitude on the part of :iny 
great nation would be 
a 
constant 
menace to the peace of the world, but 
there is another consideration which 
makes such an attitude by the Ger- 
man people doubly dangerous. 
That 
consideration has been well stated by 
:m eminent English jurist. Sir Freder-

French 
Front, 
March 
15.—Ger- 
man soldiers are, as was announced 
several months ago, 
experimenting 
with tanks, but hitherto nothing has 
been seen of the result of their efforts 
to copy the war engine invented by 
the allies. 
In the meantime it is learned from 
many sources that serious discom- 
fiture has been caused to the Ger- 
mans wherever the allies' tanks have 
been employed against them. 
.De- 
tailed instructions have been issued 
to the troops as to the methods by 
which to meet a tank attack. One 


i of tho most recent orders* was cai>- 
! tured in the course of an incursion 
by allied troops into the German lines. 
It roads in substance as follows: 
"Trenches of a minimum width of 
from 13 to 1»'H feet and a depth .of 
10 feet, also thick mud, form very se- 
rious obstacles to tanks, which, how- 
ever, aro easily capable of crossing 
ploughed land or breaking through 
barricades. It is not worth while to 
construct obstacles. 
It is preferable 
to attack the tanks. 
Tanks 
approaching 
the 
front 
should bo attacked by tho military 
beforo they come info action, even 
when there is small chance o£ hitting- 
them. The essential thing is to pre- 
vent the infantry 
from 
following 
thorn and in order to do this tho en- 
emy infantry must be mado to fear 
tho zone in tho vicinity of tho tanks. 
"The only practical way of attack- 


ing- tho tanks themselves is to place 
cannon about the advanced none of 
tho battlefield and by direct fire put 
these war machines out of action. 
&:vory direct hit on a tank kills sev- 
eral of its crew and often sets the 
tank itself on fire. 
It must bo point- 
ed out that sections of artillery held 
in reserve behind tho front often are 
unaware of what ia proceeding and 
thus arrive on the scene too late to 
meet the tanks. 
In principle, there- 
fore, the cannon should bo placed well 
forward, so that tho enemy may not j 
surprise U3. 
Tho commander of tho 
troops holding tho front should be 
responsible- for selecting the positions 
of 
tho 
anti-tank 
guns, 
i Cannon 
mounted on motorcars aro very use- 
ful for this work in districts where 
tho roads aro good. 
"As to tho infantry, they should 
make no breaches in tho battle lino 
except to permit 
the 
undamaged 
tanks to pass through. To do this 
the infantry should take shelter, but 
not retreat, for the idea Is to allow 
the tanks to adance so that they may 
ho put out of action behind our lines. 


The principal task of the infantry is 
to meet and repulse the enemy infan- 
try but a number of detached posts 
should be established behind the lines 
for tho purpose of serving -as a de- 
fense against the tanks. 
"The most .efficacious infantry mis- 
sile acainst-a tank is the armor-pierc- 
fn| bullet, whose effects ^e greatly 
reared by the tank .crews, and these 
ballets not only penetrate the armor 
but afterwards produce a fierce flame 
which frequently sets fire to the gas- 
oline reservoir. 
. 
"The best method of attacking a 
tank is-from its rear, where the armor 
is lightest and where it is not easy for 
the crew to lire on the attackers. 
Should a. fight agrainst tanks occur in 
the streets of a village the infantry is 
in a favorable position to attack, as 
the men can take shelter in the ruined 
houses until the tanks have passed 
and then open- fire at 
point-blank 
range with rifles and machine guns. 
"Hand grenades are almost inef- 
fective against tanks, but small trench 
mortars when they are at a low angle 
sometimes obtain good results. 
| 
"Practical drill in anti-tank tactics 
should be carried out and thus 
tho 
tanks will lose their terrors for our 
troops." 


Madison, Wis., March IE.—"Unless 
•Wisconsin farmers are 
careful 
to 
choose their crop rotations with due 
regard' to the clanger from certain 
crop pests they will suffer heavy dam- 
age from the white grub this season." 
This is the warning being given by. 
specialists who are familiar with the 
life cycles of this pest. 
Tho grubs 
were very destructive in the summer 
of 1915 and- havo since been passing 
through tho three successive stages, 
bringing them back to white grubs 
this spring. 
To lessen the damage from these 
pests farmers are advised to avoid 
planting corn, potatoes or other root 
crops on lands that were in to grass, 
small grains or timothy in 1917. Land 
that was planted to corn and root 
crops last year and well cultivated 
will contain few grubs this spring. 
The beedle prefer to lay their eggs 
elsewhere. 
Clover, peas and beans, 
the experimenters say, arc not readily 
attacked by the grubs.

AVIATION RECRUITS 


ARRIVE 1,000 EACH 


DAY AT CAMP KELLY 


[BI ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


San Antonio, Tex., March 15.—Av- 
iation recruits have been arriving: at 
the Camp Kelly aviation field lately 
at the rate of 1,000 a. day to fill the 
places of men "who already have Qual- 
ified for the flying and mechanical 
needs of the aviation service and been 
advanced further toward the front. 
As fast as the men arrive they are 
organized into squadrons and their 
preparation 
for overseas service is 
rushed rapdly. 
The recruits come from widely sep- 
arated places, but most of them are 
from Columbus barracks, St. Louis. 
Mo.; Fort Slocus, N. 1T.;Jackson bar- 
racks, New Orleans, and Fort Logan, 
near Denver, Col.. 
Men of all trades are receivetl at 
this camp and fitting the right men 
in the rlg-ht place is one of the big 
problems officials have to face. 
In 
this section of the signal corps men 
of many trades are used in training 
activities and in keeping the flying 
machines tip-top condition. Among 
them are the following: 
Automobile 
repairers, _ armorers, 
blacksmiths, 
bricklayers; 
buglers, 
builders, cabinetmakers, canvas work- 
ers, 
carpenters, 
chauffeurs, 
clerks, 
cooks, coppersmiths, cordage work- 
ers, draftsmen, drill sererennts, elec- 
tricians, ^nslno- apprentices, engine
